Dear Mr. Saji:

Thank you for the time to discuss the opportunity to work with
you and your colleagues in monitoring American political develop-
ments over the next four months as the test towards a longer
relationship. It is our conclusion that the information and
evaluation demands on professional foreign service officers
overwhelm embassies and substitute their proper responsibility to
represent and promote their country and its interests. Washington
Resources and Strategy, Inc. (WRS, Inc.) hopes to directly assist
professionals such as yourself with the fulfillment of their
responsibilities in an expeditious fashion.

It would be our hope that we will conduct a weekly briefing
with your office concerning developments in the presidential
campaign. Our first session is tentatively scheduled for 9:30 a.m.
on the morning of September 21, 1988. It is our mutual goal to
schedule later sessions on either Monday or Tuesday of subsequent
weeks.

The primary purpose of these meetings will be to discuss the
